THE DEBATE BETWEEN PARENTS 
AND THE PEOPLE WHO WANT TO HANG 
OUT SANS CHILDREN RAGES ON

REDEYE 

Temper tantrums. TTissy fits. Mega meltdowns. 

Tony Celia, 27, has witnessed all of the above 
at movie theaters and restaurants around 
Chicago, a city named by Forbes last year 
as one of the most family- friendly in the 
country 

He remembers being especially an- 
noyed when he worked as a server at a 
Lincoln Park pizza joint. A mother and 
her children walked in the door— and 
hell broke loose. 

“The kids are just screaming and it’s 
starting to give me a headache and one at 
one point let out a bloodcurdling scream that 
sent chills down my spine and I cringed and said 
some expletive under my breath,” said Celia, now 
an investment analyst. 

The mother heard him, Celia said, and responded, 
“You don’t have kids, do you?” 

“I don’t pin it on the kids,” the Wrigleyville resident said. “Kids 
are going to be kids. It’s definitely how parents ignore them and let 
them do what they want.” 

So goes the battle between some parents and child-free Chicago- 
ans, many of whom want to hang out undisturbed at adult-friendly 
venues. With the Census estimating there are more than 200,000 
children under age 5 in the city the potential for conflict lurks ev- 
erywhere— from the corner Starbucks to the swanky restaurant to 
that trendy brunch spot that just opened down the block. 

The eternal debate even spawned a storyline in the final season 
of “Sex and the City” “I understand that your child and I have to 
coexist in this city but perhaps you could take him somewhere 
more appropriate for a happy meal so I could have a happier one,” 
Samantha tells the mother of a noisy child at a fancy restaurant. 

In Chicago, a recent RedEye column about giant strollers taking 
over city sidewalks spurred a heated debate among readers, some 
of whom said parents often are not considerate of others when 
they take their kids out. 

California-based parenting author Michele Borba says child- 
free adults should be more sympathetic. They tend to be quick 
to blame parents when, in some cases, some kids are more high- 
strung or quicker to cry than others, she said. 
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Clash of

THE HOT HEAD 

At the sound of the first "wah” by a 
baby you become a big ball of rage 
and feel a headache coming on.

“The problem is you can’t 
discipline another parent’s 
child without causing ma- 
jor havoc,” Borba said. If the 
child’s behavior is bothersome 
in restaurants, for example, 
customers can ask the maitre 
d’ to move tables, she said. 

Parents also should put themselves into 
the shoes of other customers, who pay money 
to spend time and relax at adult venues, said 
Borba, author of “The Big Book of Parenting 
Solutions.” 

“The bottom line is you’re responsible for 
your child and your child’s behavior, so ask 
yourself, ‘Is this the right time and place for 
my child?’ ” she said. 

Hyacynth Worth, 27, says she can under- 
stand why some people get upset when par- 
ents seemingly ignore their misbehaving chil- 
dren in public. The mother of a 2-year-old and 
an 8-month-old baby lives in Grayslake and 
has visited Chicago with her kids. 

“I do remember before I had kids being 
irritated when people have let little ones 
scream in restaurants and not explain to them 
it’s not nice,” Worth said. 

But parents take their children out so 
they can learn how to socialize and act in 
certain situations, said Worth, who blogs at 
undercovermother.net. 

Mandi Adydan can relate to being irri- 
tated at restaurants. When a child pushes up

against the booth, wanders around the restau- 
rant and talks to her when she’s trying to eat, 
she doesn’t think it’s cute. 

“While some people might find that ador- 
able, I find that annoying to be frank,” said 
Adydan, 23, a graduate student in the Loop. 

The scowls and general disdain for children 
are not lost on some parents. 

Sara Fisher remembers stopping at a Star- 
bucks in Bucktown last winter with her 3-year- 
old son because she needed to get a coffee and 
to breastfeed her newborn before a play date. 
Inside the quiet coffee shop where some were 
working on laptops, her son threw a fit. Cus- 
tomers stared. He screamed and flailed about, 
mortifying Fisher. 

“When you’re a parent no matter what 
you’re doing or where you are, if it’s kid- 
friendly or not, nothing is worse than when 
your kid has a meltdown in public,” said Fish- 
er, 32, who lives in Roscoe Village and blogs on 
selfmademom.net. 

On her way out 40 minutes later, she avoid- 
ed making eye contact and apologized pro- 
fusely to the customers, she said. 

If people are working in a public place, 


there’s a reason- 
able expectation 
that they’ll encoun- 
ter a child at some point, 

Fisher said. She doesn’t 
avoid certain places within 
reason if she thinks her son 
will be well-behaved. “I’m not going to hide. 
But I’m not going to put him in situation 
where it’s a bad time or he’s in a bad mood un- 
less I have to,” Fisher said. 

Some parents say those without children 
don’t entirely understand what it’s like to be in 
their shoes. Even the best behaved child can 
act out, and parents can’t control when their 
child decides to have a tantrum, they say. 

Borba, the author, suggests parents avoid 
taking their children out at times when the 
kids are bored, hungry or tired because those 
are the most common times kids are likely to 
throw temper tantrums. When parents do 
expose their children to adult situations such 
as restaurants, they should first figure out the 
best boredom busters, give the child a snack 
beforehand, make reservations and bring 
items to occupy the child, she said. 


THE ANNOYED ONE 

You give the stink eye to parents of 
squealing or screaming kids, hoping 
they feel your glare so they will quick- 
ly leave the area. If the parents ignore 
your cues, you leave the venue. 

MR. COMPASSIONATE 

You sympathize the most with par- 
ents and feel bad for them when their 
kid acts out and throws a fit. You give 
the parents pity looks. 

MRS. ENTITLEMENT 

You believe you are just as entitled to 
be there as anybody else, even if 
your child is whining. You allow 
your child to throw a tantrum, 
tune out the noise and expect 
others to deal with it. 


THE EMBARRASSED 
ONE 

You pray the halo of your lit- 
tle angel doesn’t fall off. When 
your child starts to get antsy 
and shows tell-tale signs of a 
meltdown, your face reddens and 
you begin packing up to leave. 

THE PRE-PLANNER 

You only take your kids to family- 
friendly places and mainly stick to 
playdatesand playgrounds-at least 
until you know your children can be- 
have appropriately at adult places. 


Ariel Tu adjusts his schedule to avoid tak- 
ing his 2-year-old daughter to stores or res- 
taurants at prime hours. He’s familiar with 
her nap schedule and knows the maximum 
amount of time to be out before she gets ant- 
sy He brings stuffed animals to distract her. 

Tu, a pharmaceutical consultant living in 
Logan Square, said he’s hypersensitive and 
mindful of other patrons. 

“I don’t think people go out to hear a baby 
cry or a kid scream or throw tantrums,” Tu, 35, 
said. “If she starts yelling in public, I will pull 
her aside or take her out of the room if she 
throws a fit to try to be considerate of others.”

Some measure of staged “mayhem” is in- 
evitable this summer in Chicago, when 
the crew of “Transformers 3” comes to 
town to film the latest installment of the 
blockbuster movie series featuring de- 
structive robots. 

“Tou’re going to see a little bit of may- 
hem, you know, it wouldn’t be ‘Trans- 
formers’ without it,” said Lorenzo Di 
Bonaventura, one of the film’s producers. 
“Hopefully it will be fun. What we really 
find is that people really enjoy the spectacle 
of what we do.” 

Di Bonaventura was speaking at a news 
conference called by Mayor Daley to tout 
the benefits of having the filming come to 
Chicago between July 10 and Aug. 19, as 
previously announced. Chicago is “one of 
just a few cities around the world that will 
be showcased in this film,” Daley said.

When asked about the potential for 
“mayhem,” Daley said it was being cre- 
ated in the name of art with all manner 
of safety precautions. He also asked “ev- 
eryone for our understanding” when the 
filming leads to “street closures or other 
potential problems.” 

Daley said the film and TV industry “is a 
growing part of our economic development 
strategy ... because movies and TV shows 
made in and about Chicago showcase our 


city to the world, create excitement about 
it and create jobs for our residents.” 

Di Bonaventura said they still were se- 
lecting specific sites to film, but would “be 
shooting a lot in downtown.” 

Daley said that since 1989, more than 
900 films and TV productions have put 
more than $1.6 billion into the local econ- 
omy. 

The jobs generated by the “Transform- 
ers” project will include 10 internships for 
South and West Side high school students. 

“I have a passion for film,” said intern 
Montel Williams, a 17-year-old North 
Lawndale College Prep senior. “I have 
been studying for three years with Free 
Spirit Media.” 

He particularly likes the Transformers 
films, he said. 

“I love the story I love the actors,” he 
said. “I’ve got all the movies.”

$20B FOR VICTIMS 


□ WASHINGTON President Obama said 
BP agreed Wednesday to set aside 
$20 billion to pay victims of its Gulf of 
Mexico oil well blowout that has created 
the worst environmental calamity in Ameri- 
can history 

BP’s chairman apologized for the spread- 
ing catastrophe, and said he was suspending 
the company’s quarterly dividend as part of 
its commitment to the claims process. 

Obama said the $20 billion did not repre- 
sent a cap on the British-based BP’s liability 
but rather a fund that becomes immediately 
available to pay the financial claims of Gulf 
coast residents and businesses. 

Shortly after Obama announced the out- 


come of the meeting, BP chairman Carl- 
Henric Svanberg told reporters he wanted 
to apologize for the spill and said he appre- 
ciated Americans’ patience as the oil giant 
works to shut down the gusher. 

Svanberg expressed sorrow for victims 
of the spill, saying “This tragic accident ... 
should have never happened.” Eleven peo- 
ple died in the April 20 explosion and fire at 
the well site. 

Also, Obama said, BP voluntarily agreed 
to establish a $100 million fund to compen- 
sate laid-off oil rig workers affected by the 
president’s six-month drilling moratorium.

With another NBA title, Bryant 
would close in on Jordan’s reign

Michael Jordan owns six NBA 
championship rings and his statue 
sits outside the United Center. 

Kobe Bryant doesn’t have a 
statue, which is why Thursday 
night’s Game 7 of the NBA Finals 
between his Lakers and archenemy 
Celtics is a prime opportunity for 
him to further enhance his legacy 

Four NBA championships and 
a multitude of other team and individual honors have Bryant 
ticketed for eventual enshrinement in the Basketball Hall of 
Fame alongside greats such as Jordan and Magic Johnson. 

But with a victory Thursday, Bryant would tie Johnson at 
five and sit one behind Jordan in the championship tally beg- 
ging the question of whether Bryant is reaching their heights 
as he chases their accomplishments. 

“It’s not at the front of his mind,” Lakers coach Phil Jack- 
son said Wednesday “That’s not what the big issue is. It’s 
about his personality It’s about winning.” 

Bryant’s personality— his reputation for driving team- 
mates and stepping on opponents’ throats— is what several 
league observers agreed most likens him to Jordan. 

“There’s only one Michael,” former Bulls assistant Johnny 
Bach said. “But Kobe is the closest we’ll see because of his 
attack mentality” 

Bryant has been more solid than spectacular in his post- 
season career. Conversely Jordan authored some of the best 
signature moves in Finals history— the switch-hands-and- 
lefty-layup against the Lakers in 1991; “The Shrug” after his 
3-point barrage against the Trail Blazers in 1992; “The Pose” 
to beat Utah in 1998. 

Bryant owns just one Finals MVP award, won last year against 
Orlando. The fact he ceded to O’Neal three straight Finals MVP 
awards from 2000-2002 reminds all of Jordan’s dominance. 

Jordan, who claimed Finals MVP awards in all six of his ap- 
pearances, never averaged below 27.3 points in the Finals. His 41 
points per game in 1993 against Phoenix remains a Finals record. 

Ron Harper won titles with both players. 

“The thing about Michael is he always delivered in big 
moments,” he said. “I don’t think what we accomplished on 
those Bulls teams has been matched.” 

The fact there’s even a discussion about it impresses Lamar 
Odom. 

“To be able to bring up in barbershops all over America, 
everywhere they play basketball in the world, to be so good 
to start that argument on who is better, Kobe or MJ, I have 
more than admiration for him. That’s deep.”

Switzerland pulled off a surprising victory at the 
World Cup on Wednesday beating European cham- 
pion Spain i-o in their opening group match in Dur- 
ban, South Africa. 

Gelson Fernandes bundled the ball into the net in 
the 52nd minute in one of Switzerland’s few attacks, 
ending Spain’s 12-match winning streak and handing 
the Spanish team its second loss in 50 games. 

“Today wasn’t our day,” Spain Coach Vicente del 
Bosque said. “We have two games ahead of us. We 
have to find a way to win them.” 

Spain, one of the pre-tournament favorites, domi- 
nated possession throughout the match but could 
find no way through Switzerland’s determined de- 
fense. 

“We had plenty of chances, but they defended very 
well,” Spain defender Gerard Pique said. “I don’t 
think we adapted adequately to their game.” 

Eren Derdiyok set up Switzerland’s goal by surg- 
ing through the center of Spain’s defense and get- 
ting around goalkeeper Iker Casillas. Pique’s tackle 
stopped Derdiyok, but Fernandes pounced on the

On the Gaslight Anthem’s otherwise excellent 2008 album “The ’59 
Sound,” the New Jersey band’s Bruce Springsteen influence probably was 
too noticeable. The blue-collar characters coming from singer/guitarist 
Brian Fallon felt real, but maybe a little familiar and vague. On “American 
Slang,” the band’s third full-length, the sound is more distinctive and jangly, while Fallon’s lyr- 
ics are much more heartbreaking and precise. The melancholy but an=themic album, just as 
catchy and memorable as its predecessor, is a meditation on moving forward while the past 
hangs over your head-whether it’s the good old days or the painful memories that linger 
longer than you hope. As Fallon cries, “What you don’t have, you don’t need it anymore” on 
“Stay Lucky” and declares “God help the man who says, ‘If you had known me when’” on the 
cathartic “Old Haunts,” he’s most interested in the notion that today is never really just about 
today. That could mean working for tomorrow in “The Queen of Lower Chelsea” or proposing 
the future on the proud “Bring It On,” which might be the most sincere, least sappy longing for 
commitment you’ve heard in years. That actually may represent what the Gaslight Anthem 
does best. They emote and yearn like any other punk-influenced rock band; they just do it bet-
